| Different Countries

homes, our friends, and life in general.

Perhaps it lies in the fact that the 
daily routine of this busy world of 
ours catches up with us once the holi¬ 
days are over. But, at best, that is a 
pretty lame excuse.

Although the observance of Christ¬ 
mas is universal, individual traditions 
and practices are as varied as the 
countries from which they c ime. Many 
of these customs are already a part of 
our Christmas celebration but there are 
many lesser-known ones which are, 
nonetheless, rich and meaningful. 
“Slur of Wonder, Star of Night ." 

l he star is a universal symbol used 
in many countries. In Poland, for 
instance, Christmas dinner is not 
served until the evening star shows in 
the heavens; while from Alaska comes 
an especially interesting custom called 
“Going Round with the Star”. A 
star-shaped wooden frame is covered 
with bright tissue paper and for three 
nights prior to Christmas it is carried 
from door to door by carol-singing boys 
and girls. 

“How Far That Little Candle, Throws 
His Beams .” 

It is an old Irish custom to place a 
candle in the window on Christmas Eve 
to light the Christ-child on his way, 
and the use of a candle appears in 
many other lands and in many different 
ways. In Armenia, myriads of candles 
are used in the Christmas celebrations, 
and in Czechoslovakia tiny candles are 
set upright in nutshells and floated in 
pans of water. At church services in 
Labrador each child receives a little 
lighted candle standing in a turnip 
(which is eaten later by the youngster). 
In Norway, families arrive at church on 
Christmas Eve in sleds, each carrying 


a Naming torch. I hese are stuck up¬ 
right in the snow while the good-folk 
attend services, bathing the outside of 
the church in a bright glow of light. 

The Christmas Feast 

Foods vary with each country, too. 
In England, for instance, the “Wassail 
Bowl” is a traditional spreader of 
holiday joviality. There is an old 
Greek custom called “the Luck of 
Christmas”; for Greek youngsters go 
out on Christmas morning to collect 
the same ligs and raisins and walnuts 
and sweets, that crown our holiday 
tables. 

“A Visit From St. Nick” 

Santa is known by many names: 
Pere Noel (bather Christmas) in 
France; Kris Kringle in Germany 
(from Christ Kindi, or Christ Child); 
St. Nicholas in Belgium. In Iceland 
Santa comes in the form of a liny elf, 
and though Syrian children have no 
Santa Claus, they know of a tiny camel 
that accompanied the Wise Men. 
I hey leave bowls of grain and water 
outside their doors for this weary little 
traveler and, there as here, the good 
children find gifts on Christmas morn¬ 
ing. 

“Down the Chimney St. Nicholas 
Came With a Bound." 

In olden times, the English had a 
notion that it was necessary to sweep 
down the chimney at New Years in 
order that good luck could enter the 
home. Perhaps this is where Santa

Mincemeat Pie 

' Christmas dinner, with its turkey 
and stuffing and trimmings, is sub¬ 
stantial, to say the least. Yet the 
1 family is always happy to make room 
for a wedge of hot mincemeat pie, the 
traditional holiday dessert. 

Mincemeat pie is made so easily, too, 

, now that such good mincemeats can 
be purchased packaged or canned at 
l the grocers' or specialty shop. 

All that remains is to prepare a fine 
I flaky pastry to hold the mincemeat 
[ lilling. Nowadays the pastry can al¬ 
ways be perfect, for the experts have 
i making it down to a science for us. 

When shortening has been cut into 
J the flour until the bits of shortening 
| are the size of small peas, dribble just 
enough cold water over different parts 
I of the mixture so that light tossing 
I with a fork will make a dry and crumbly 
| mass. This is the basic step in mak- 
1 ing pastry that cuts at the touch of a 
fork. 

To make this dry crumbly dough 
easy to roll out, turn it out on wax 
paper and gather the wax paper up 
I around it as if you were making a bag. 

Hold the top of the bag with one hand 
I and with the other press the pastry 
mixture together. Then let it stand 
for about ten minutes. This dis- 
I tributes moisture evenly through the 
j dough. Then roll the dough out on a 
| lightly floured pastry cloth, or on the 
wax paper, if you wish, rolling from 
| center to the edges. Roll it about one- 
eighth inch thick. Line pie pan with 
| pastry, fill generously with mincemeat 
and cover with top pastry. Trim, 
J edges, leaving a half inch for turning 
[ under to make a pretty edge. Crimp 
the edge, then prick top before baking. 

j Mincemeat pie really needs no j 
garnish, but if you like, serve with a 
| wedge of cheese or hot rum sauce. 


Christmas Cheer 

For the Christmas holidays you need 
a special- recipe file, and this Dale 
j Cake should have a place of honor in 
this file. It is simple to make and yet 
perfect lor holiday entertaining. An- 
I other excellent attribute of this cake 
is that it is equally good when served 
J hot or cold. First serve it hot for the 
| final touch of a festive dinner, and as a 
since to accompany it, we suggest 
Lemon Sauce. The next day, if you 
have any cake left (which we doubt) let 
it be a compliment to coffee or tea. 
In any event, once you have made 
Dale Cake, you will find that it will 
become a regular order for your cake 
box. 

Date Cake 

2 eggs 

1 cup sugar 
1 cup milk 

3 Clips Kellogg’s Rice Krispies 
1 teaspoon baking powder 

1 cup chopped nulmcats 
1 cup chopped dates 

Beat eggs, add sugar and milk. Roll 
rice cereal into fine crumbs and mix 
•vith baking powder, nut meals and 
dates. Add to first mixture. Pour 
into greased pan. Bake in moderately 
not oven (400 T .) about 40 minutes. 
Serve hot or cold with whipped cream 

Yield: 9 servings (8x8-inch pan). 

Lemon Sauce 

(Preparation time: 1 minute) 

1J cups cold milk 
1 i cups water 

1 cup lemon juice 

2 teaspoons grated lemon rind 

3 tablespoons sugar 

1 package Amazo Instant Vanilla 
Dessert 

Pour milk into large bowl; add water, 
lemon juice and rind, sugar and instant 
vanilla dessert, and whip rapidly with 
rotary beater 30 seconds, until smooth. 
Makes about 3 cups sauce. Use on 
cake, gingerbread, floating island, 
i baked pudding and gelatine desserts.
